Narrow Escape of Assistant Post- 
master-General Hatton. 
WasuHineton, March 26.—First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Hatton had 
a narrow escape this afternon from a se- 
rious accident. He was returning in a 
close carriage from a visit to the White 
House, when the horses took fright and 
getting beyond the control of the driver 
dashed down Vermont avenue at a terri- 
ble pace. Mr. Hatton threw open the 
door of the carriage and stood on the 
step, Lut did not jump. He directed 
the driver to guide the horses off the 
avenue toa lessfrequented street. This 
the driver succeeded in doing, though 
he barely prevented the horses from 
running into a street car first and then 
into a funeral procession. Having 
headed the team to the open country 
he whipped them up a steep hill until 
they became manageable. 
TECUMSEH’S LAST TOUR AS GENERAL. 
WasHINGTON, March 24.—Gen. Sher- 
man will leave here about the 20th of 
June on his journey ‘across the conti- 
nent—the last tour he will make as Gen- 
eral of the army. His party will con- 
sist of Chief Justice Waite and Justice 
Gray of the Supreme Court, and Gen- 
eral Tidball and Col. Bacon of his staff. 
They will go by railroad to St. Paul and 
thence to Fort Ellis, Montana, where 
they will be provided with an escort and 
outfit for an overland journey. Gener- 
al Sherman intends to keep near the 
northern boundary of the United States 
most of the way, crossing into British 
Columbia some distance this side of Pu- 
get Sound, where the overland journey 
will end. He will not visit all#the mili- 
tary posts inthe Northwest, but will go 
to the headquarters of the Department 
of the Columbia and thence to San Fran- 
cisco. He will return by the thirty-fifth 
parallel, or Atlantic and Pacific route, 
when he will again have military escort 
between the termini of the uncompleted 
section of railroads. He does not expect 
to return here before October.

As it was passing the edge of the village 
of Diamond, Mrs. Raymond signaled 
the train and was allowed to take a cof- 
fin in which her boy was placed, she de- 
elaring that she would give him proper 
burial. At Braidwood many sad scenes 
occurred. Women and children crying 
about the train, demanded that the cof- 
fins be taken from the Cars and the lids 
removed, which in many cases was done. 
The remains were then placed in the 
hearses and afterwards given burial 
with a slight ceremony.

A MISSION TO THE MISSION INDIANS. 


The appointment of Mrs. Hele. 
Hunt Jackson (as noted in a Times tel 
egram published in Sunday's issue) as 
a special agent of the Indian Office to 
investigate the condition of the Mission 
Indians in Southern California, is in 
the nature of a new departure on the 
‘part of the Government; but we trust 
it will not prove an unwise departure. 
Judging from the character, acquire- 
ments and opportunities for obse:va 
tion possessed by Mrs. Jackson, it 
ought not to prove so. It is true that 
these Indians are already under the 
care of a regular agent, who 1s sup- 
posed to be charged with the entire 
duty of protecting them and advising 
the Indian Bureau, from time to time, 
of their condition and wants. But il 
another and a special agent’s were ices 
are required, Mrs. Jackson's “have 
been properly called into requisition. 
This lady, who is known in the world 
of letters from her pleasant writing: 
over the initials of “‘H. H.,’’ came to 
California a year or more ago for the 
purpose of describing the country in 
The Century (Scribner's Magazine), 
and while in the southern section be- 
came warmly enlisted in the condition 
Her Govern- 
ment appointment appears to have 
come about in this wise: Having 
received complaints regarding the al- 


-leged usurption of certain lands be- 


longing to the Mussion Indians, by 
white settlers under recent Govern- 
ment surveys, she applied to the In- 
dian Office for permission to investi- 
gate the charges, and was granted it, 
being instructed “to ascertain the 
number of Mission Indians, where 
they are living, whether any suitabl« 
government land can be set apart for 
their use, and, if lands cannot be ob- 
tained except by purchase, what land 
is most suitable to be bought for their 
use.”’ Sheis also directed to ascer- 


_ tain what proportion of these Indians 


would consent to work upon the reser- 
vation, and to recommend generally 
what executive action is necessary to 
Mrs. Jackson 


of San Gabriel, a gentleman of leisure, 
means and intelligence, who ought to 
be capable of doing good - work in 
this field of labor. We see no 
mention of any salaries attached to 
these newly-created Indian agencies, 
but the expenses of the agents 
are to be paid by the Government, the 
principal’s not to exceed $1200. It is 
fair to presume, judging from the 
character and standing of the new 
agents, that they have sought these 
appointments because of a sincere in- 
terest in the welfare of these Indians, 
and we shall hope to see them set 
about their labor of love (if so be it) 
with zeal and energy, and will look 
for their report with interest. 

Some ten years ago an agent, the 
Rev. John G. Ames, was sent out from 
the Interior Department, with an as- 


sistant, Mr. Sleigh, also of the same 


Department, to investigate and report 
upon the condition of these Mission 
Indians. They made a brief visit to 
their reservation in San  Bernar- 
dino “county, g and a_ triet 


- report thereon, but we are not aware 


that any material change in the Indi- 


‘ans’ condition resulted. 


Trouble among reservation as well 
as wild Indians originates too often in 
the cussedness of the white man. This 


,is notorious, and as discreditable as it 


is notorious. Their agents are not in 

frequently thieves who make a system. 
atic business of robbing the charges 
whom they are sworn to protect. The 
Indian, however ignorant and unci- 
vilized he may be, generally possesses 
the acumen to detect the robbery, and, 
discovering it, he insurrects, (to coin a 
word,) as he has a uatural right to do. 
Ile may not have very keen moral per- 
ceptions, but he possesses a lively con- 
sciousness of the fact when’ his 
stomach is empty. If he “heap 
starve’’ when his paternal govern- 


“ment provides bountifully for the 
‘supply of 


his physical wants, 
he naturally and justly concludes that 
the agent appointed over him is “heap 
bad,” and with the quick logic and 
simple justice of the savage, he forth- 
with w.nts to kill the offen jing oft. 
cial. In this conclusion the Indian is 
not far off; itis pretty good justice for 
even the white man’s code. A big 
thief, who steals from the poor, the ig- 
norant or the helpless, ought to be 
killed on general principles. This isa 
sound and fundamental proposition, 
by which we stand. 

There be pious thieves, too—men 
who wear the cloak of sanctity and 
rob “the nation’s wards” of their 
blankets and beans. Of such an one 


some facetious and unconsciously caus- 


tic son of nature is reported to have 
said: “Too much God,—not en ugh 
beans!” The irreverence can be ex- 
cused for the sake of the rough dia- 
mond of truth the remark contains. Is 


these people is simplified. 

_ We do not anticipate that Mrs. Jack- 
son and her assistant will find occasion 
to recommend the killing of any agent 
of the Mission Indians; but they are 
expected to do their duty, whatever it 
may be.

Indian agents, 


An eight-year-old Baltimore girl 
died recently from cengestion of the 
brain, caused, the doc’or’s certifjcate 
says, by over-study. This poor lit- 
tle victim of the vicious cramming 
and forcing process in education raved 
in her delirium about p oblems in long’ 
division which she tried to solve. One 
particular sum she went over and over 
again. ‘“‘ Whenever there came « pause 
in her monotonous caleulations, there 
was sure to be a wail of despair, and 
thea she would recommence the sum.” 
The system which fosters, permits or 
makes possib e a r-sult so deplorable 
4s this, 1s wrong and criminal. It is a 
crime against life and health for edu- 
cators to heap burdens upon children 
of tender years which are too great for 
them to bear, and it should be prohib- 
ited by law. Even where the hotbed 
process does not fortunately produce 
ill-health and broken constitutions— 
results too often seen in our public 
schvols— it results in little substantial 
and permanent good to-.the pupil, 
whosé youthful and tender brain is 
overtaxed to such an ex‘ent that re- 
pugnance to study ensues, and the les- 
sons learned by rote, and recited par- 
rot-like in school, are soon forgotten 
when the child has passed the portals 
of the school-room and gone out to 
wrestle with the practical affairs of 
life. A judicious combination of 
mental, moral, and physical training 
should be the gv»lden mean aimed at 
by school boards, superintendents and 
teachers. A sound mind in a sound 
body—a healthy and vigorous brain 
and a true heart. 


Tue telegraph brings tidings of the 
sudden death of the Hon. Timothy O. 
Howe, Postmaster-General of the 
United States, at his home in Wiscon- 
sin, on Sunday last. Born in the 
State of Maine in the year 1816, Mr. 
Howe was for a third of a century, up 
to the time of his death, a conspicuous 
figure in the politics and public affairs 
either of his adopted State or of the 
Nation. He was Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin in 1850; United 
States Senator from Wisconsin during 
the greater portion of the period from 
1861 to 1881, we believe, and was ap- 
pointed Postmaster-General in 1882, 
upon the resignation of Mr. James. 
He was a Republican from the organi- 
zation of the party in 1856, and al- 
Ways active as a party man, being 
classed among the latter-day stalwarts. 
In his last Senatorial term -Mr. Howe 
made himself somewhat conspicious in 
the Senate by a violent and bitter 
assault on the Southern policy Sof 
President Hayes, with which he con- 
tinued at war until its close.
